The weekend of Nov. 28-29 will be one of the biggest of the year 
for Laurentian's Anthropology Club. They are hosting a Con- 
ference which will feature speakers from all over Ontario, part- 
icularly Northern Ontario. 

Friday night's feature Is a Public Lecture, "Salvaging Ont- 
ario's Prehistory" by Bill Finlayson. Mr Finlayson is a prof- 
essor at Western University and an archaeologist with the 
Archaeological Survey of Canada. Tills summer, he came into 
the public eye when he conducted the famous Pickering Dig, 
the site of a huge iroquolan settlement of paramount historical 
and archaeological significance. The construction of the Pick- 
ering airport was slated to start this fall, but the project was 
abandoned, following much public outcry and Indignation. 

However, before the decision not to build the airport was taken, 
many people were forced to move out of the area and tho govern- 
ment informed the Archaeological Survey of Canada that the dig 

would have to be conducted this summer because tho bulldozers 
would be brought in to start breaking the ground for the runways 
In September. The government has been aware of the existence 
of this Iroquois village for over 15 years, but had never shown 
any Interest In financing a dig until the Imminent construction of 
the airport forced the selection of an archaeologist to conduct 
the dig late this spring. Because of the short notice, Mr. Fln- 
layson only had 2 months to salvage the numerous items from 
the village, which was once (he home of over 7,000 Indians. 
Therefore, Instead of using the traditional "pick and shovel" 
to carry out this delicate operation, Mr. Finlayson had no choice 
but to use bulldozers. He was highly criticized for this action, but 
It was either use the bulldozers and salvage most of the relics, 
or use the more painstakingly efficient methods and dig only a 
minute portion ot the site. Many articles were thus destroyed or 
damaged by the! bulldozers and this proved to a source of frust- 
ration to all concerned since the government cancelled the Pick- 
ering Airport project near the end of July, after a large portion 
of the site had already been bulldozed.....typical, isn't it? 

Mr. Ffnlayson will be discussing this fiasco on Friday, Nov. 28 
at 8 p.m. In Room C 309. This lecture should be of Interest to stu- 
dents of Poll Scl, Geography, Geology, History and many other 
disciplines besides Anthropology. 

Saturday's programme of lectures starts at 9 a.m. in C 309 and 
will run until approximately 4 p.m. 

Many of our own Anthropology students will be speaking about 
various digs they have been Involved In and tho archaeological 
and historical import of their discoveries. Two of those lectures 
will be given in French, so the Club is extending a special welcome 
to all Francophones interested in these matters.

In the Intellectual world, most thinking 
seems to be based on pessimism of one 
form or other. In any case, optimism is a 
rarity In university studies. Negative scept- 
icism and fatalistic assumptions seem to 
underlie the academic or intellectual app- 
roach to reality. Indeed, little is offered 
In terms of learning that can be called 
"promising" or "hopeful" In regard to the 
future of humankind. 

Intellectuals -- those who make their live- 
lihood In the traffic of ideas -- pride them- 
selves on beginning their work from the 
standpoint of denial or what may be more 
usually described as a 'hopeless* cast of 
mind. In other words, pessimism Is often 
confused with honesty and sceptlsm. His- 
torically, this 'hopelessness of mind' seems 
to derive from the influence of the 'Lost 
Generation' of the Twenties. Disillusioned 
thinkers such as Freud appear to have been 
highly successful In maklngpesslmlsmthe 
conventional attitude of today. 

At present It Is difficult to find an opti- 
mistic or positive point of view anywhere, 
Movl***, novels, newspapers, and academic 
works all preach or Imply— from mild to 
extreme— some message of doomsday.

For some time, Intellectuals have been 
perpetuating negative attitudes. In fact, 
pessimistic notions are now so prevalent In 
society that iwth governments and Individuals 
alike appear to be affected by a paralysis of 
will, intellectuals have been largely instru- 
mental in creating thlsatmosphereofdefeat- 
Ism un;l 1 ironically, have not been able to 
avoid the effects of their own theorizing. 
They seem to have wholly surrendered them- 
selves to a pessimism of despair. 

This misfortune of Intellectuals appears 
to parallel the increasing specialization of 
knowledge which in tur;i has reduced the 
intelectual outlook to ever smaller keyholes. 

But it must not be forgotten 
that despair and pessimism happen to be 
'modish* attitudes which seldom so out of 
fashion for very long* One result of ** 
situation Is that merchants of entertainment 
can always chuckle on their way to the bank. 
On the basis of fashion, recent novels and 
movies have been able to exploit a bias for 
'disaster' themes to a profitable and ingen- 



eous extent* 

But this Is no excuse foranemphasison 
the negative which permeates so much intel- 
lectual thought. 

For the sake of clarity, it might be 
pointed out that pessimism is basicaily a 
Jaundiced view or life based on the assump- 
tion that the universe Is inherently a hostile 
place* As a result pessimism tends to deny 
ay Joy or purpose In living and dampens 
the natural spontaneity oft.1 I whom it affects*

HYPERSOMNIA, NARCOLEPSY, SLEEP 
WALKING AND SNORING

Hypersomnia 
Hypersomniacs sleep longer than 

normal and are the opposites of in- 
somniacs. The problem can be 
chronic or acute. In acute cases 
persons sleep for 18 to 20 hours a 
day for a few days, then feel flne 
and return to normal life. The 
causes for hypersomnia are eit- 
her psychological or organic, or 
both. Physical ailments such as 
brain tumor or brain concussion 
or uremia or diabetes can lead to 
hypersomnia. Psychogenically 
some sleep for very long periods 
because they want to escape from 
overwhelming anxiety. Some ny- 
persomniacs sleep all day. Many 
hypersomnlacs experience what is 
called Sleep Drunkenness(SD) -a 
state of stumbling confusion last- 
ing for two hours after awakening. 
Excessive sleeping and sleep 
drunkenness runs In families. 

Hypersomnlacs rarely wake up 
by themselves at a usual time* In- 
stead, they have to be awakened. 
They don't wake up to ringing of 
alarm clock or telephone or If 
ringing is prolonged they will shut 
it off and return to sleep. Even rep- 
etitive type of alarm clocks are in- 
effective. Usually family members 
have to 'jolt' theperson repeatedly 
to awaken the hypersomnlacs. Ev- 
en after awakenlngahypersomnlac 
is disoriented, confused and very 
slow in activities. If left alone 
they often return to sleep and later 



do not remember that they have 
been awakened a while ago. A 
splash of cold water to face helps 
( after awakening) topreventthem 
going back to sleep. After awaken- 
ing their walking gait resembles 
that of an alcohol-drunken indiv- 
idual. They walk on Imaginary 
steps and sometimes fall. Hyper- 
somnlacs have a lowered metab- 
olic rate. Some stimulant drugs 
help. 



Narcolepsy 

There are many people who go 
to sleep for 10 to 15 minutes dur- 
ing the day ( irresistably) and feel 
fine after waking up. People may 
fall asleep in a restaurant or while 
watching a TV program or a sten- 
ographer while taking a dictation 
or a businessman during a meet- 
session or in some cases while 
making love. Narcolepsy seems to 
be duetophyslcalfactorslnvolving 
an 'attack' of uncontrollable sleep, 
involving the midbrain. After the 
'attack' they feel refreshed. How- 
ever, some develop guilt feelings 
and embarassment. 

What Is the cause for narcol- 
epsy? No definite clues are avail- 
able yet. However, tendency for 
narcolepsy runs In some families 
and is quite c ommonam on g heavy 
set individuals, 
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sleepwalking 

Sleepwalking is refered to as 
Somnambulism. It occurs more 
frequently in children than in ad- 
ults. Legends exist of hair-raising 
episodes of sleepwalkers - walk- 
ing along the ledge of windows at 
100s of feet high from the ground 
level or edge of the roof and so on. 
Strikingly about the sleepwalkers 
is the absence of fear which en- 
ables them to attempt ventures 
which they would never undertake 
If awake. Sleepwalking is potent- 
ially a dangerous disturbance. 
More than four million Americans 
are afflicted with somnambulism. 
Some sleepwalkers drive cars 
set the table for dinner, go swim- 
ming and in England a sleepwalk- 
er committed a murder. And he 
was accqulted. Sleepwalkers act, 
but upon awakening they vehem- 
ently deny that they left their 
beds. Amnesia is complete In 
sleepwalkers. 

A typical or conventional sleep- 
walker, can see and hear and avoid 
obstacles if he is In familiar sur- 
roundings. His eyes may be open 
but lacks facial expression. Us- 
ually a sleepwalker does not re- 
ply when questioned but obey com- 
mands and follows to being led 
back to bed. Sleepwalkers are very 

sensitive to cold water. 

Is sleepwalking situational or 
hereditary? Once in Italy an entire 
family of six were sleepwalkers. 
One night, the four children, the 
husband and wife, arose at 3 am 
and gathered at the tea table. One 
of the children knocked a cup and 
saucer on the floor and the res- 
ulting noise woke them all up I 

Anxiety is a very strong fact- 
or for sleepwalking. Bickering 
constant quurr^s of parents, 
homework pras&tr.t, -i/er-actlvlty 
are some factors which may start 

sleepwalking habits in children. 
Never punish a child for sleep-' 
walkfntj.Protect him or her from 
injury. Latch the bedroom win- 
dows even lock the door. Usually 
children out growsleepwalking. It 
is best not to awaken asleepwalk- 
er abrupty. Never seize him and 
shake him. Leave him or her 
alone; unless he is dangerous to 
himself or others. Put away dan- 
gerous objects and car keys out 
of reach. If the situation Is ser- 
ious reach for professional help. 
Contrary to the sayings, many 
sleep-walkers have been injured. 



fcioring 

One out of eight persons, men 
as well as women, makes some 
kind of unmusical sound while as- 
leep. The quality of snoringseems 
to have an orchestral range from 
piccolo to French horn and modul- 
ations of the grunt, hiss, snort, 
gurgle, wheezoetcSnoringisus- 
ually absent during dreaming ep- 
isodes. 

The noise of snoring (not ex- 
actly the sound of music) is pro- 
duced by vibrations of the soft 
palate of the mouth and throat com- 
ing close to the lining, while the 
tongue is depressed* The position 
of the body is Important. Sleeping 
on the back is a favourite position 
for snoring. An old remedy which 
is centuries old helps or stops the 
snorer from sleeping on the back 
by securing a hair brush to the 
back of his nightshirt. 

Snoring causes no discomfort 
or health injury to the 'patient' who 
usually ojoys it well. But it can 




cause insomnia to the bed-mate. 
Or even to others who sleep with 
in earshot distance from the snor- 
er. More than 300 antisnoring do- 
vises have been Hied in the United 
States Patent Office. Many were 
'discoveries* from suffering bed- 
mates. Unfortunately none of the 
devises is fully guaranteed to work 
(even though the In vent or claims)*. 
Antisnoring devises include chin- 
traps, splints, tapes, earplugs, 
and gadgets which prevent a snorer 
from sleeping on his back. Even 
surgical amputation of the uvula 
is Ineffective. 



Sleeptalking 

Talklngdurlng sleep called Som- 
iloquy Is not nearly a problem. 
However, some people talk for a 
long time while asleep. Res- 
earch has shown that words spok- 
en during sleep - even though im- 
perfect - are emotionally charged 
and are clearly related to dream 
content. Some regard sleep talk- 
ing as a sort of 'entertainment'- 
But sleeptalked constantly worry 
that they may tell the truth and not« 
hing but the truth* when asleep! 
Some sleeptalked 'grind* their 
teeth besides talking.

"No serious attempt has been 
made this year to Implement leg- 
islation with teeth that would put 
an end to discrimination and re- 
move our secondary status," 

As long as the law reflects 

prejudice against women, it Infl- 
uences attitudes", she said.
